April 27—More than 
7000 persons have been slaughtered 
by a great bandit horde In the reg­ 
ion of Klngmen, according to ad­ 
vices reaching here today. 
Persons of

ages—including 
many women and 
children—were 
reported to have been victims of the 
bandit attack. 
Heavy property loss was report­ 
ed. 
Many in the bandit horde were 
believed to be deserters from 
the 
army who, w ithout provisions, had 
escaped and were in need of food. 
The great bandit group was re­ 
ported to have 
sacked 
the 
city, 
causing considerable 
damage 
to 
property In addition to killing the 
thousands of victims. 


The scene of the bandit attack 
was believed to have been in Shan­ 
tung province, where the N ation­ 
alist and 
northern 
armies 
have 
been engaged in a vigorous civil 
strife for the last few weeks.

county radio dealers at

dinner 
served at the Ketner Cafe last night. 
Hie* address concerned the activ­ 
ity of the 
committee 
throughout 
Southern California In eliminating 
interference of all kinds and he re ­ 
ported much improvement In v ar­ 
ious cities of the Southland. 
During the past year, according to 
the speaker, there has been a 50 
per cent Increase in the num ber of 
complaints received concerning In­ 
terference. This is due to the fact 
that the commission 
is 
becoming 
known for the work it ha* done and 
because radio listeners 
are 
daily 
becoming more insistent on 
clear 
reception, the speaker said. 
The committee, made up of ex­ 
perts of the various 
power, 
light 
and railway companies of Los A n­ 
geles, gives 48 hour service on all 
complaints and in many cases the 
trouble is eliminated in th at time, 
Mr. W alters said. 
San Diego had more Interference 
than any other city In Southern 
California at one time, 
but today 
stands as one of the "cleanest” of 
cities in the Southland, because of 
the work of the interference com­ 
mittee, he said. The trouble In the 
Southern city was due to the city 
street car lines, and It was neces­ 
sary for the tracks to be 
re-laid 
throughout the city before the in­ 
terference to reception 
was 
done 
away with. 
Trouble found 
at 
Hemet, 
the 
speaker said, was traced to the soil 
of that locality, it was found that 
good reception did not come 
with 
sets ground to the earth, and that 
dealers there were forced to use car­ 
bon and chemical grounds in order 
to give their customers the best of 
reception. 
At Corona, the power lines of the 
Southern Sierra 
Power 
company 
gave trouble. This will be elim inat­ 
ed immediately, It was said, through 
the cooperation of the power com­ 
pany. 
The interference committee meets 
in Los Angeles once each month, at 
which time reports of Interference 
are made and action on them told. 
The city is mapped out so that cer­ 
tain members 
of 
the 
committee 
have their own work to do in v ar­ 
ious sections of the Southland. 
A set has been devised for the 
locating of interference which has 
proved so satisfactory, so efficient 
in every way th at many of them 


ar* being left with responsible peo­ 
ple throughout Southern California, 
and a chart of th* entire southland 
being made, Mr. W alters said. 
These sets have been largely re ­ 
sponsible for the elimination of in­ 
terference in m any Southern Cali­ 
fornia cities and will 
continue 
to 
be used by the committee, it was 
said. 
Three complaints were received at 
the meeting last night from Santa 
Ansu On* from oFurth and Sh* Lon 
streets, on* from Fourth and Ar­ 
tesia and one along Maple street 
south of th* Lacy street sub-station.

United States of Europe,’* a phrase 
which 
returns 
to 
trans-A tlantic 
thought every time it la disproved 
as Impossible, once more is being 
discussed as the objective of con­ 
tinental 
statesm en 
following 
the 
adoption 
by 
France 
of 
a 
new 
treaty of trade amity with Ger­ 
many. 
France Is seeking a unifi­ 
cation 
of economic 
interests 
In 
Europe and if the plan succeeds 
thsrs 
will 
be 
a 
United 
States 
of Europe, industrially, though not 
politically. 
Hitherto, th* political Ideal has 
been given prominence In discus­ 
sions concerning a united Europe, 
but that is now abandoned as an 
impossibility. 
National 
culture 
vary too much to permit i t 
But 
the World w ar brought about a 
general 
levelling 
of 
economic 
standards among the European con­ 
tinental nations, victors and van­ 
quished alike encountering grave 
difficulties In their post-w ar re ­ 
covery. 
This fact Is playing an 
Im portant p art in the development 
of the plan for future economic 
co-operation regardless of national 
boundary lines. 
The basto desire Is to cause the 
European 
continental 
nations 
to 
abandon their tariffs as far as the 
protective element is concerned and 
us# them solely for the purpose of 
obtaining national revenue. 
The 
former American political cry, "a 
tariff for revenue only,” Is cross­ 
ing the ocean and pleases the fancy 
of the United States of Europe 
advocates. 
Two Tariff Rates 
But the desire is to make the 
revenue tariff applicable only to 
an Inter-European pact. Two tariff 
rates are considered necessary lf 
the United States of Europe Is to 
bscorae a practical, working fact. 
One rate would apply 
to 
those 
countries of Europe in the eco­ 
nomic combine and the other rate 
woul dapply to such outside na­ 
tions as were considered hostile or 
Indifferent to Europe’s economlo 
development. 
Th# first rate would 
be a revenue rate and the other 
rate would be a protective rate. 
France has revealed something 
of this tendency In her efforts to 
negotiate w ith the Untied States 
new trade treaty that would 
place American goods on a basis 
Inferior to the goods looked upon 
being so Indifferent to E uro­ 
pean affairs that American goods 
ought to be kept out of the trans- 
Atlantic m arkets whenever there Is 
the possibility of them being dis­ 
placed by goods of any country 
that might bscorns a member of 
the United States of Europe con­ 
federation. 
Great Britain is regarded as sus­ 
piciously by the continental eco­ 
nomists in this same respect. 
The 


British government never forgets 
that In the past th# most popular 
foreign policy among Englishmen 
was 
"splendid 
isolation.” 
Great 
Britain, too, ie predominantly free 
trade and the idea of a protective 
tariff 
against 
offending 
nations 
does not sppesl to B ritish in ter­ 
ests which thrive on open trad ­ 
ing. 
British Not to Join 
So the United States of Europe 
idea Is entirely a continental con­ 
ception. 
Great Britain is not in it 
and will not Join it unites cand I- 
tions change in the future, 
For 
the present, the European tru st 
magnatss ars th# leaders of the 
movement, 
Trusts are called car 
tels In Europe. 
They were espe­ 
cially popular In Germany before 
the 
war 
and the Germans are 
adept at their organization. 
The 
method of operation Is to form a 
cartel In any Industry among a 
number of countries and then to 
regulate the tariff rates of all the 
countries involved so th at the car­ 
tel shall not encounter difficulties 
in these markets and shall be pro­ 
tected from invasion from other 
countries. 
If the continental European n a­ 
tions were to establish such an 
agreement among themselves ap ­ 
plied to a dozen or so m ajor In­ 
dustries, the United States of E u­ 
rope would begin to take definite 
form. 
It was by means of a cus­ 
toms 
union 
th at 
the 
Individual 
German statea united into a single 
nation. 
The lesser idea of a E u­ 
ropean customs union w ithout a 
political union is declared to be 
easier of realization. 
But that is 
a m atter for the future to de­ 
cide. 
Aa long as standards of living 
remain at about the same level on 
the European continent, a tariff 
union 
may 
work. 
If, 
however, 
standards 
begin 
to 
differentiate, 
there will probably be a demand 
from the higher standard working 
man to bs rid of competition from 
lower standard rivals. 
This is the 
major 
obstacle 
to 
an 
enduring 
United States of Europe, as trans- 
A tlantic economists see the move­ 
m ent 
B u t lf the Europeans are 
content to move together in eco­ 
nomlo development 
there is

reason why they should not have 
a co-operative tariff.

ministry of education. 
“The future of women in this 
country as In all others, whether 
in politics, business or commerce, 
will depend * upon the breaking 
down of the barriers of prejudice, 
for the worth of the individual 
must be looked to regardless of 
sex." 
The correspondent attempted to 
draw out Lady Rhondda on the 
question of th e . future of women 
in politics with a question of how 
soon she thought England would 
have a woman prime minister.

The country probably looks upon “Hell an* Ma­ 
ria** Dawes—now a possible presidential candidate 
—as an erratic, violent man who flies at problems 
with a noise like a fire engine, who cusses oat con­ 
gressional committees, bawls out the U. S. senate to 
its face and, in debate, seems to rely en his ability to shoat loader, bang 
the table harder and grow redder than his opponent. It also has heard 
that he plays soft melodies on the violin, bat it probably thinks of him 
oftener in terms of n blaring cafiope. 
But the real Dawes is neither n roughneck nor a hell-raiser by 
nature; these apparent outbursts of anger and vehemence are more 
tricks to attract public attention to matters that he wants to get before 
the people. 
In his candid moments he has* 
admitted it. 
He knows the value 
of advertising—and he can m eas­ 
ure the size of a newspaper head­ 
line by what he plans to say. 
In 
short, he is a supersalesman. 
Dawes is a man of cultured u r­ 
banity, 53 years old, with a fond­ 
ness for classical 
literature and 
art, a lover of music and the com­ 
poser of "Melody in A," which 
Fritz Krelsler has played at his 
concerts. 
Above all else, he is a 
keen-witted 
business 
executive, 
banker and politician. 
Dignified and Courteoue 
In the vice president’s luxurious 
office la the capitol, I found him 
the other day, puffing on his fa­ 
miliar underslung pipe behind his 
mahogany desk in the center of 
the room. 
Despite his fire and 
brimstone 
reputation, 
which 
ex­ 
tends all the way from the A. E. 
F. to the senate chamber, Dawes 
is dignified, courteous and cordial. 
Ho 
didn't 
even 
use 
the 
word 
"damn” during the entire conver­ 
se tion. 
There was nothing of the 
hard-boiled arm y officer type about 
him, 
I asked the general (that Is the 
way his office staff addresses bim ) 
about his reputation as a fire- 
eater, 
but 
he 
waved 
aside 
the 
question with a smile. 
When i 
persisted he referred me to his 
book on his experiences in the war 
as an answer to the question. 
There, I found, the real Dawes 
had unbosomed himself.

tains his frank admission that he 
feigns a policy of hell-raising to 
carry his point; first, on the th e­ 
ory that the best defense is of­ 
fense;

arouse public interest In a dull 
subject. 
His success in getting 
before the people his fight on the 
senate rules is a good example. 
Charles Gates Dawes was born 
April 27, 1865, in Marietta, O., the 
son of Gen. Rufus R. Dawes, com­ 
mander of the famous "Iron B ri­ 
gade" of the Civil war. 
He was 
graduated 
from 
M arietta college 
and Cincinnati Law' school and in 
1887 went to Lincoln, Neb., to live 
with an uncle and begin the prac­ 
tice of law. 
After seven years that produced 
little law practice—but a friend­ 
ship that was later to shape his 
whole career—he began investing

In those lean years of law prac­ 
tice back In Lincoln, Neb., 40 years 
ago—when both were eating at Don 
Cameron’s 
15-cent 
lunch 
room— 
Dawes met a young army officer 
whose life-long friendship was des­ 
tined to shape his whole career. 


The young officer, a m ilitary In­ 
s tr u c to r assigned to the U niversity 
of 
Nebraska, 
was 
La 
John 
J. 
Pershing. 
The story of Brig. Gen. Charles 
G. Dawes in the W orld war—where 
he first became a national, and in­ 
ternational figure—runs parallel In 
many respects to the story of Gen. 
John J. Pershing. 
The bond between Dawes and 
Pershing, when the war broke out, 
was deeper than friendship which 
had ripened throughout th* years, 
it was the bond of tragedy. 
It came about this way; 
During 
Pershing’s 
absence 
lr. 
Mexico, fire destroyed the Pershing 
home and his wife and three of 
their four children were burned to 
death. 
Dawes had one son—Rufus F ear­ 
in g Dawes—who was making a 
record for himself at Princeton. 
No father was ever prouder of his 
boy; none ever hoped, planned or 
dreamed of a greater future for his 
child. 
And then, on the threshold 
of manhood, Rufus Fearing Dawes 
was 
drowned 
while 
bathing 
in 
Lake Geneva, Wis. 
Fifty-one days after war was 
declared In 1917, Dawes left his 
bank In Chicago to become a lleu- 
tenant-colonel In 
outfit of en­ 
gineers 
(railway), 
training 
near 
Atlanta. 
He went to camp In his 
private car, taking his wife and 
daughter, 
and 
lived on his car 
while there. 
Herbert Hoover, food adm inis­ 
trator. tried to induce Dawes to 
join his organization and direct 
grain movements in this country. 
But Dawes refused; he wanted to 
go to France. 
By this time the news got to 
Pershing and 
Pershing 
promptly 
called Dawes to direct the supply 
forces behind the lines In France. 
Dawes’ Job was to purchase m a­ 
terial wherever he could find it in 
Europe, a very im portant Job in 
view of the fact that subm arines 
were sinking many of the cargoes 
that started from this country. 
Bought Everything 
Dawes bought everything from 
hay to locomotives and organized 
labor battalions to build railroads, 
highways and mine coal. 
Supplies 
had to come and difficulties had to 
be brushed aside. 
Once, when in 
dire need of artillery horses, he 
finally found a number in Spain. 
Spanish law, however, prohibited 
their exportation. 
A neat little 
smuggling plot solved the difficulty, 
Often Dawes negotiated single- 
handed with whole governments, 
He 
went 
at 
their 
commissions 
hammer and tongs, casting m ili­ 
tary etiquet to the winds, bellow­ 
ing his demands and largely over­ 
a w in g their attem pts at the tricks 
of diplomacy. 
His language was 
often unpolished, but usually ef­ 
fective. 
"Hell an* Marla! 
We weren’t 
trying to keep a set of books. W e 
were trying to win th* war! Damn 
it all. the business of an arm y Is 
to win th* war, not to quibble

“W hat kind of a whale do you 
mean?” one of the learned ones 
countered, sparring for time, "a 
sperm, a bluenose, a liphiold, a 
Its the large 12 ouiwx:

bowhead, or w hat kind?” 
“Any kind, I used to be a w hal­ 
er, They alt stand on their tails.” 
"Most peculiar, although I have 
observed it,” one of the scientists 
ventured. “Perhaps it is to remove 
the parasites by a sudden flop 
back into the water.” 
“Impossible,” 
another 
scientist 
differed. “We have no reason to 
believe that the parasites cause the 
whale the slightest feeling of dis­ 
com fort 
**I have understood the whale 
does this to push his head out of 
water to look around,” one of the 


learned ones remarked. 
"Impossible,” repeated the scien­ 
tist who had disproved the venture 
of the firs t 
“We have definite 
knowledge that the whale's eye­ 
sight is not of sufficient range for 
this to afford him the slightest a d ­ 
vantage.” 
A few more suggestions were of­ 
fered 
and ss quickly discarded. 
No one knew w hat causes a whale 
to perform tricks. 
Hut the scientists did agree th at 
whaling is still a profitable busi­ 
ness, with companies reaping an ­ 
nual profits running Into the m il­ 


lions of dollars. Every 60-footer 
harpooned brings about ISOM In 
the treasury of the whaling com­

and

Waldo Ij. Schmidt, of the N a­ 
tional museum staff, told of w hal­ 
ing conditions In the South Shet­ 
lands where one boat made a catch 
of 415 whales for the season, net­ 
ting each of the crew about 15000 
and the captain of the ship $40,- 
000. 
The 
average 
whaling 
captain 


makes about $20,000 for the season 
and 
the 
average 
sailor 
comes 
ashore with nearly 
$2000 to his 
credit, Schmidt said. 
There is only one part of a 
whale that has no use since the 
banishment of the corset and that 
Is whalebone. At one time one of 
the most valuable parts of the 
giant mammal, the bones are now 
hauled out on the beach to rot, 
the scientist related. Experiments 
are being conducted to see if the 
finer bones can be used in m ak­ 
ing brushes." he said.
